» 4, Proteſtant Religion , Laws and Liberties of this Kingdom, 
<6 there hath of late riſen up, under the plauſible Prerences 
> Gs = of Moderation and Peace, a molt dangerous and wicked 

** Plor of divers perſons, ro joyn themfelves with the Ar- 
mies raiſed by the King, and co deſtroy the Forces railcd by the Lords and 
Commons in Parliament,to ſurpriſe the Cities of London and VV:ſtmznſier 
wich the Suburbs , and by Arms to force the Parliament ; and in awurd, 
To bare delivered up Religion, P arlizment, Citie and Kingdom, intothe mecr 
will and pleaſure of the King,now in the hands of molt deſperate and per- 
nicious Councellours, 

Towards the «ffe&ing whereof; 

There was framed a mixture and conjan&ion of Perſons of ſeverall 
qualities, ſome whereof were of both Houſes of Parliament 3 others of rhe 
Court and of the Cici-, who were ia their reſpeRive Places and Imploy- 
ments to form and perfe& this Work , raiſed our of the Afhes of the late 
Pericion of Londox for Peace. 

The Method obſerved by them for the ConduR and carrying on their 
D-figne, was firſt for ſeveral] perſons in the City,to diſpoſe of themlglyes 
into a Commictee , being thote who had been principal} Moyers and Fo- 
menters of that Peririon. 

The part that this Committee was chiefly ro at, was; 

Firſt, To bold iarelligence with both Armies, Court, and Parliament, 

Secondly , Toxake a generall ſurvey of the AﬀeRions and numbers of 
perſons, within the ſeverall Wards and Pariſhes of the City and places ad- 
Jacent, by the Weekly Bill of Morralicy,under three Ranks ; of, Right men, 
(or the Kings party) of, Averſe men{or the well aff-&ed ro the Parliament) 
of, Moderate men, (or Neutrals) as they called them. 

Thirdly, To conſider of Arms, Ammunicion, and all other Proviſions 
of War requilſice thercunto., |

Firſt, To ingage a confiderable Partie of the Lords ad Commons in 
the Dcligne, 

2. + To be the nieans of conveying all Councells, Reſolutions, and In- 
telligences berween the ſaid party of Lords and Commons, and the Come 
mitcee of the Citie, 

M. Tompkins was not onely an Aſſiſtant to M. Walter in the premiſſee, 
but an Inſtrument to convey by Hazel,and others,the particulars of their 
proceedings in the Court, by addrefſe principally to the Lord Faulkland, 
and to receive from Court dire&ions,Powers,and commands, for the com- 
pleatingof the work. For preventing diſcovery, Proteltations of ſecrecie 
were taken by themto this effe& , As they were Chriſtians, not to diſc bſe it, 
Secondly , Ns man to indeavour the ingaging above two , whereby no one man 
could impeach many, : 

. Thepart which was ated from the Court was, 

1, By M, Herne, M, Alexander Hampden , and others imployed upon 
Meſſages from the King to the Parliament, under pretenceof Treaties for 
Peace, to convey their direftions, incouragements,and Councels unto their- 
partie in Loxdon. 

2, To give Power and Authority by Commiſſions under the great Seal, 
by Warrants under the Kings hand ; and otherwiſe for ferling ofa Coun. 
cell of War; naming of Generalls ( and other Officers, ) Execution of 
Marſhall Law ; Railing of Moneys, and Provifion of Arms and other ne. 
ceflaries. 

3. Forthediſpoſing of ſome part of the Kings forces at Oxford , ro be 
neer the Citic, and in readinefle to aflilt the Partic here,as cauſe fhould re« 
quire, 

The ſteps and degrees to bring this into Aion were : 

1. A Commiſſion under the great Seal brought from Oxford , about a 
fortnight ago, by the Lady Azbigny, with the Authorities aforeſaid, thereby 
inabling and commanding them by force of Arms to deſtroy, kill,and ſlay 
the forces raiſed by the Parliamenc, and their Adherents as Traicors, an 
Rebels. 

2. Several! Propoſitions, moſt of them agreed, and reſolved by Hfafter 
?Taller, in behalf in the faid Partie of the Lords and Commons , and the 
Commirtee of the Cirie, in behalf of thePartie dependiog upon them , = 
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(3) 
the more ready and orderly execution of the defigne, As firſt, Concerning 
the number of men Armed, Secondly, The places wbere Magazines were laid; 
The places for Randevonz,and for retreat upon occaſion, The Colours, the Marks 
and Tokens for diſtinition from others , The ſtrengtbto be relied on within the 
walls, and without , Wbat tobe done with the Tower , Where the cbief Comes 
manaers affelted tothe Parliament dwelt, The time of executing the deſigne, 

3- A Declaration was framed -by them under precenceof afferting and 
m:intaining the heads of the Pcoreſtation , thereby the berter co colour 
miſchieuous inten:ions to the people. 

4. A Mcfiige was ſent from Oxford, on Saterday was fortnight to ace 
quaint the Lord Fax/kland by Hazel, that the defigne was come to good 
perfeion, unto which, Antwer was returned, Tbat they ſbould baſten it 
with all ſpeed, 

The particulars of the defigne it ſelf were : 

1, Toſcize into their cuſtodie the Kings Children. 

2. To ſeize ſeverall Members of both Houſes, the Lord Major, and. 
Committee of the Ai/itia, under pretence of bringing them to a legall 
Tryall, 

j4 To ſeize uponthe out-Works, Forts, Tower of London, Magzines,, 
Gates, and other places of Importance in the Citie, 

4. Toletin the Kings forces to ſiirpriae the City, and to deſtroy all 
thoſe that ſhould oppoſe them by Anthority of Parliament. 

5. By forceof Arms to rclilt all Payments impoſed by authority of 
the Houſes of Parliament, for the fappore of the Armies imployed for 
their juſt defence, and preſervation of the trne Proteſtant Religion » and 
Liberties of the Subje& ; To ſuſpend, if not alter, the whole Governmene 
of the Citie, and with aſſiſtance of the Kings force, to-awe and maſter the. 
Parliament. ; 

All which hath been made appear to both Houſes of Parliament, by the 
Examinations and Confeſſions of I.VValer, M,T ompkins, M.Challenor , 
M1, Hazell, and other perſons, p_— Adors in the ſame, now under 
reſtraint ;- The publication of the evidence being deferred ill after-cheir

Whereas in Onr Citics of Loxdon and Weſtminſter , and Suburbs thereof, 
Onr Borough of - Southwark,and County of Atiaaleſcx, there are raiſed and 
continued great number of Military Forces , both Horſe and Foot, Who w1- 
der the Command of Robert Earl of Eſſex, as their Generall, and under th: 
Conautt of divers others , pretending ro drive their Authority from the 
two Houſe, of Parliament, have trayterouſly leavied War , and rebelled a- 

ainft Us their naturall Liege Lord ; and many of Onr Sybjefls have becy 
ſeduced by falſe Informations, by the praflice of a few , Who have been tix 
contrivers of the mi{chievons Plots, and have joyned with them, either in 
perſon, or by ayding of them With Men, Monty, Horſcs, or other things, and 
many of owr good and loyall Subjets over-awed by the Power of the Rebels, 
have been forced to contribute to them for the maintenance of this nnnaturall 
War ; and ethers refuſing, have been Plundered, and Robb:a of their eftates, 
and ſome committed to ſeverall Priſons, and others barbarouſly uſed, contra- 
ry to the liberty of free-born men, the Laws of the Land, and contrary to all” 
bumanity ;- of Which injuries and calamities falling upon Our good Subjets, 
We are very ſinfible, and are deſirons to give relief to Onr good Subjefts 
by all the beſt means We can, and to reſiſt the violence and iinſel nic of the 
Rebels and their adherents ,. We having no other End therein, but t» preſerve
